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Treatment of Foot-Rot. 

Common foot-rot is caused by 
decay of the horn for excessive 
moisture, and in sheep the outer 
crust of the foot grows so that it 
turns under the sole and gathers 
gravel and sod, which wear the 
softened part of the sole and make 
the feet sore. In cattle, the space 
between the hoofs is affected in the 
same way, aud the soft horn wears 
and decays. Then the tissues un- 
der the horn become inflamed and 
sore, and suppurate, and this is 
what is known as ordinary foot- 
rot. It is easily cured by paring 
away the dead; decayed hern and 
washing the diseased tissues under 
it with some healing dressing. 
Langer recommends for this pur- 
pose tincture of benzoin or the 
green ointment, made of four parts 
lard, one part Venice turpentine, 
one part spirits of turpentine and 
one-half part acetate of copper, all 
well mixed by melting the lard and 
well stirring. Contagious and 
malignant foot-rot occurs in sheep 
and is consequent of neglect of or- 
dinary foot-rot. The purulent 
matter gathers under the horn and 
burrows in the vascular parts of 
the foot until it reaches the bone, 
which becomes ulcerated. A dis- 
eased sheep fouls the pasture and 
sheds, and other sheep pick up on 
their feet the virus thus scattered, 
and so the disease thus spreads. 
The remedy, according to the au- 
thority. already referred to, is to 
pare the feet and remove all loose 
horn; to thoroughly clean the feet, 
down to healthy tissues, from all 
diseased matter, by a solution of 
one ounce blue vitriol (sulphate of 
copper) in a pint of water, and then 
dust them with air-slacked lime. 
The sheep should be put in a clean 
grass ficld or into a shed with a 
clean floor sprinkled with air 
slacked lime, and the feet should 
be dressed with copper solution 
until the purulent discharge 
ceases, add then smeared with pine 
tar and bound up. 
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Farm Animals. 

The February statistical report 
of the Department of Agriculture 
at Washington, relating to num- 
bers and values of farm animals 
says that there is an increase in 
horses, mules and cattle and a de- 
crease in sheep and swine. The 
largest rate of increase is in horses, 
five per cent, and it is general 
throughout the country, though 
largest west of the Mississippi. 
The aggregate exceeds 13,000,000. 
The. increase in mules averages 3 1-2 
per cent. The increase in cattle 
is 21-2. It makes the aggregate 
over 49,000,000. The increase is 
nearly as large in milch cows as in 
other cattle. In sheep the decline 
appears to be between two and 
three per cent, the aggregate of 
flocks being about 43,500,000. There 
isa smaller decline in numbers of 
swine, less than one per cent, leav- 
ing the aggregate over 44,000,000. 
The aggregate value of all farm 
animals is $8,000,000 more than a

_ AN OREGON HORROR. 


Particulars of the Atrocious Mur- 
der of I. H. Barrett. 


PORTLAND, Mar. 1.—Reports from 
Heppner state that public ‘feeling is 
very bitter over the fearful murder of 
J. H. Barrett en Sunday morning by 
Fred Crump, his brother-in-law. The 
particulars show the tragedy to have 
been an atrocious one.

He 
was most murderously set upon by 
Urump, who, armed with a large dirk- 
knife, just as Barrett step from the 
door, stabbed him a number of times, 
causing instant death, 

Barrett’s wife and his little children 
were horrified witnesses of the atro-: 
cious butchery, but could render no 
assistance, so quickly was the work 
done. Crump was lodged in jail at 
Heppuer, and so high was the public 
feeling that fears were entertained that 
the prisoner would be lynched. 


A Murderer Arrested. 
CoLusa, Feb. 29.—Sheriff Beville, of 
this place, received worda couple of 
weeks ago that a man answering to 
the description of San: Welling, who 
murdered J. V. H. Safford in this 


county on the 28th day of last July, 
had been arrested in Arkansas, and 
was held for identification.

A Farmer's Sudden Death

Eorronx GazeTrE: — The con- 
tinued warm weather up to yester- 


day has induced many of our 


farmers at White Rock, Bull Run 
aud South Ruby to commence 
spring plowing. I believe this is 
the firet instance of a general prep- 
aration of ground for seeding in the 
month of February in Eastern Ne- 
vada. 

I am informed by some of our 
leading ranchers from the several 
valleys in the county, that there 
will be sown a greater breadth of 


‘land in wheat, barley, oats, potatoes 


and garden truck the present sea- 
son than there has been for several 
years past. 

¢ There is also in contemplation a 
large amount of ranch improve- 
ments. The old pioneer buildings 
are fast giving way to new and 
more commodious and comfortable 
houses; with new barns, stables 


and workshops; in fact, our farmers 
are beautifying their rural homes 


by planting shade and fruit trees, 


and their wives aud daughters are 
planting flower gardens, rose bushes 
andevergreens. Many ofthe homes 
have all of the solid aud substantial 
comforts and pleasing surroundings 
of the homes of the citizens of our 
neighboriug state, California. 

The large amount of snow now 
deposited on the several mountain 
ranges that traverse eastern Ne- 
vada pearly north and south, war- 
rants the opinion that our ranchers 
and stock-raisers will have an 
abundance of water for stock and 
irrigating purposes. The Ruby 
range is one of the largest water- 
sheds in eastern Nevada. Besides 
this range there is the Humboldt, 
Bull Run, Independence, Clover 
valley, and many other smaller 
ranges, upon which snow is de- 
posited in large quantities and shed 
off annually into the valleys below 
oceans of water, so to speak, and if 
some practical system of storage 
of water could be inaugurated it 
will bring into cultivation hundreds 
and thousands of acres of laud now 
lying unoccupied and uncultivated; 
hence our meagre population to 
what it might be if we had a proper 
system of irrigation. For the pur- 

of showing the large water 
supply within the limits of Elko 


‘county, I will call the attention of 


the many readers of the GAZETTE 
to the fact that there are discharged 
from the Ruby range on its shed or 
slope from Secret Puss to Cave 
creek, a distale of 60 to 65 mile-, 
some thirty odd good-sized streams 
of pure cold water, and if Pole 
Canyon and the Stage road are 
added you have thirty-four streams 
of water within the above men- 
tioned distance. On the south and 
southeast side you find numerous 
creeks and branches tbat go to make 
up the South Fork and aleo in- 
cluding Smith creek, further around 
the mvounutain to the west in Pleas- 
ant valley, some five or six beauti- 


| ful streams of water flow from the 


mountains to the Humboldt. On 
the northwest shed of Ruby is 
situated Lamoille valley, in which 
there is also a large number of 
streams, and Lamoille creek is 
most conspicuous for its large vol- 
umes of water. Still further to the 
north, at Camp Halleck, there is 
quite a number of streams, the 
largest being Soldiercreek. This 
brings us back to Secret creek and 
makes complete the circuit arouud 
this range, which is about 125 or 
130 miles, iu which. distance not 
less thau fifty-five to sixty streams 
of water of various sizes make 
down from this range, a majority of 
which flow into and make up the 
major portion of the Humboldt 
river. All of the streams on the 
eastern side of the mountain flow 
into Franklin and Ruby lakes. To 
the above amount of water may be 
added what flows into Little and 
Big Susie, Maggie, and Pinecreeks, 
South Owyhee, Jarrett, Jack, Bull 
Run, and silver creeks, North 
Fork, Mary’s river and Taber 
creek; also the several streams to 
be found in Starr and Clover val- 
leys, Trout creek and Huntington 
valleys. Nor is this ail; but it is 
enough to show what a vast quan- 
tity of water is to be found in Elko 
county, and what could be secured 
for future use at small expense by 
throwing dams across:the many 
canyons in which the streams fiow 
from the snow deposits, which 
would hold millions of gallons of 
water. | : 

It is to be hoped that Congress,

There is a * on foot to esta b- 
lish a chain of lightships across the 
Atlantic, electrically connected with 
the shore. Light steel cables of re- 
cent construction have been used to 
anchor vessels in the deepest ocean 
water. The plan is for a succession 
of lightships, seven in number, to be 
stretched across the ocean from the 
Grand Banks to the shores of Ire- 
land. Then the distance between 
shore and ship and between the 
ships themselves would be about 250 
miles. Each ship would ride to a 
mushroom anchor, which would per- 
mit it to swing to the tide without 
fouling its anchor. Only a small 
electro dynamo machine and engine 
would be required to keep an are 
light aglow in the tops. The stations 
being 250 miles apart, no ships upon 
the high seas, if following the align- 
ment of the lightship, need at any 
time be more than 125 miles from 
telegraphic communication with the 
shore, or from succor in case of mis- 
hap. This would be only an eight 
hours’ run, and even much less for a 
first-class steamer, and about 12 
hours’ run for a sailing vessel with a 
fair The tion of each 
lightship would, of course, be accu- 
ratel termined and laid down on 
the United States Coast Survey and 
miralty charts. The
